Photos Taken of Crystals and 
Atoms — Work May be of 
Aid in Dr. Barnes Work 

Important industrial applications of 
;:-n\y work in revcnilng hidden flnw» 
lu castings and other mctnl work wero 
described yostorday iittcrnoon by Dr. 
Ancel St. John. The lecture was de- 
livered before n joint meeting of the 
Physical Society and tho Sigma XI, to 
an audience which comfortably filled 
tho main lecture theatre In tho Phy- 
.■•Ics Building. Dr. St. John proved a 
charming speaker, nnd in tho discu.t- 
alon which followed the nddres.i pro- 
v.ikod coii.'iiilcralilc mirth by hl.H col- 
l.iqui.illsms. Israel ically tho whole 
lootuie was ilUi.«traicd with slides, 
and several models of crystal structure 
were shown. 

In (liacushioii the tliooiy of crystal 
.structure Dr. St. John mentioned tliat 
.-«overal ot Dr. Barnes" "wildest iioUoiih" 
about ice cr>'stal» were rapidly being 
confirmed by other experimenters, lie 
(<aid that he was one of those who be- 
lieved in the great Importance of Dr. 
Biirncs' Ico work, nnd predicted that 
In a few ycar.>i it would bo on a com- 
mercial footing. X-rays would bo of 
great assistance In developing and 
strengihening the theory of ico forma- 
tion, and it Is for this reason that Dr. 
Barnes Is hoping to be able to secure 
tho nece.-i.s.ii-y app.iratu?. 

In tho irenoral debate whicli fuUowed 
Ills leciuro, Dr. Ht. John rallied to tho 
defense of the pioneers In the X-ray 
field, of which he Is one. It was point- 
ed out by Dr. Eve that in Canada and 
other countried tiearly all the best s- 
rny .ipp:irnt;i.s is in tiie poKSo.s.sioii of 
t'iio medical profo.«.sion, and tii.il ade- 
qiiaie researcli rniniol bo undertaken 
by phy.slclsi.». Tho speaker replied 
that It was purely a question ot dol- 
lars and cenl.-^; back In the '90s when 
the field was opened up It was only 
the physics peoplo who were interest- 
ed and had the iioces.sary apparatus. 
ThiH Eta'c of afCair.i continued until 
Just before the war when the value of 
x-rays was discovered In medicine. 
During the war and since they have 
become Increasingly Important In that 
field until now the doctors have the 
best .apparatus and pay for it by 
"gouging and «oaking us unmerciful- 
ly". The physicists havo no- such ro-

Plant of Northern Electric 
Company was Visited 

Tho Northern KIcctrIc Company 
were '.lost to the third year electrlca's 
accompanied by U. C. Silver of the 
.McOIll fllaff when tho stiidont.i paid a 
vl.f:t of inspe>-tlon to tho plant of the 
c 'lnpany on Thursday afternoon. They 
visited all tho departments ot the 
factory spending the greater portion 
of tltelr time In examining tho various 
proci'.H»e3 u.sed in tho transition of 
heavy red copper, which 1.1 Iho bas'c 
raw material, into Insu'ated copper 
wire, the cnniinerclnl article. 

Tho first step In the manufacture Is 
tho drawing out of the wire in a sull- 
ablft tlilckness. Then It passes Into the 
liiKUlat on pri-ii.irat'on di-partimiu 
where thu wire In covered with rubl-cr 
Insulation. The next and flnlfhltin 
process la carried out In what U 
known as tho wirn Insulating depart- 
ment whore tho rubber covered wlr« 
Is passed up tlirough a battery ot 
bolihiim «hli:i weave on the •utiT 
cover ng of cotton or M I;, and tin- 
wire Is rrady for Use. 

Tho machine shops and automatic 
telephone deimttwrnts were ulso visit- 
ed. The trip w»a a great success from 
every v ewpnlnt.

Many motals have been '.Cbl. d com- 
mercially. Iron is one ot the mohl im- 
portant and interesting. The point at 
mhlcb It loses Its magnetism is well 
shown by cert aln shifts in Its lines In 
tl*. photos, and other unexplained 
cliangCB In ttn h"<»"'yo .iro indicated. 
'Jhe offeoU of quenohlni;, 
•ind other operations arc all shown 
-<<-ery nicely by this method. Decided 
changes are noted In tho structure of 
silver (and other metals) on allowing 
to st-ind utidcr various conditions after 
being roifid into certain .sliai>c«. 

The subject ot alloys opcns up a 
wide field. It Is generally found th.^t 
combinations of motals having the 
same crystal ntructuro form a good 
solid alloy, while those of dissimilar 
structure <l(i ii'it do Bu well.
